Hardin. Mr. Samuel Hardin, aged 
82, died at his home at Crab Orchard 
F.'iday evening and was buried at 2 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, after ser- 
vices by Eld.

Fatally Burned. -While lighting a 
gasoline lamp in his store about 5 
o’clock Saturday evening, Mr. James 
T. Jones, the well-known restauranter, 
was fatally burned by the explosion of 
j the lamp. The supposition is that he 
had put in too much pressure, and the 
lamp, which was not in good repair, 
gave way just as the blaze was applied. 
An instant after the explosion, Mr. 
Jones was a mass of fiames and in his 
1 excitement he ran out in the street, 
which only fanned the flames. The 
sight was such a horrible one that by- 
standers were panic stricken for a few 
seconds and their delay in lending a 
helping hand caused Mr. Jones to be al- 
moet parched from the waist up. Such 
headway had the fire gotten that it was 
necessary to turn the hose on the un- 
fortunate man before the blaze could 
be extinguished. After this was done 
Mr. Jones was taken to his room over 
his store, where Drs. Carpenter, Reid 
and O'Bannon attended him andatonce 
put him under the influence of opiate* 
in order to relieve his terrific suffer- 
ings. They had little hope of his re- 
covery from the start and so told the 
members of his family. At about 8 o’- 
clock he became partially conscious and 
talked to his wife and children, but his 
l>ains were so intense that it was nec- 
essary to give him more opiates. At 5 
o'clock Sunday morning he sank into 
unconsciousness, his lower limbs began 
to get cold and just before the clock 
struck 1, hi* spirit took its (light., The 
burial took place at noon yesterday at 
McKinney, after services by Rev. L. 
M. Omer. Mr. Jones was a Maccabee 
nml an Odd Fellow in good standing and 
was buried under the auspices of the 
latter order. He leaves a wife and four 
little children, who have great sympa- 
thy in their terrible loss. He was a 
kind and indulgent husband and father 
and it is indeed a pity that he should 
have been snatched so suddenly from 
his loved ones. Mr. Jones was a son of 
Mr. L. R. Jones, of the West End, and 
was about 40 years old. He was a tin- 
ner and plumber by trade, but launched 
into the restaurant business several 
years ago. The clothing of Charles 
Holnian, who waa clerking for Mr. 
Jones, caught fire from the explosion 
but he extinguished the flames before 
>e was damaged.
